“Viceroy Tak Su today published 
following mandate: 

‘An important {mperial decree was is- 
sued on the 23d day of the sixth moon. It 
says: 

‘**We have lost Tien Tsin and great 
precautions are taken in Pekin. No 
peace can be obtained without going 
through a war. In the time of Chung 
an agreement was made that no mur- 
der can be inflicted upon ministers 
from abroad. It is a month since the 
minister of Germany was assassinated 
by boxers and strict orders have been 
given for the arrest of the murderers. 
We are trying our utmost to preserve 
the lives of the other ministers and 
they are still in Pekin. We fear that 
the viceroys and governors may mis- 
understand. the fmtention “of the de-. 
cree, relying off the safety of these 
ministers, as a ground for making 
peace, and taking no heed whatever to 
prepare for attack and defense. The’ 
neglect to fcrtify the districts under 
thelr jurisdiction will bring endless 
calamity. Viceroys and governors are 
to pay all attention to and to urge on 
preparations for coast attack and de- 
fense, and they are to take the conse- 
quences in case of any territory being 
lost entirely through their delay and 
mismanagement.’ 

“Europeans here understand thorough- 
ly the last part of the edict, which means 
that the viceroys and governors are com- 
manded by the empress dowager to pre- 
pare for a Chinese war against the allied 
powers. Viceroy Tak Su is bitterly anti- 
foreign, and he is increasing his army and 
armaments, military.and marine. He has 
lodged an objection through the prefect 
of Kwang Chou to four smal] gunboats, 
two French, one American and one Brit- 
ish, that are here to safeguard the lives 
of foreigners, and he asks that they be 
moved beyond the Bogue forts.”’

HE citizens of Atlanta and the gen- 
A a eral councfl have set on foot a 
: searching and rigid investigation into 
th2 entire waterworks~system, with the 
object of ascertaining the underlying 
cause of recent breakdowns and to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such calamities in the 
future. The citizens will work through 
the committee of ten, consisting of H. H. 
Cabaniss, chairman; W. A. Hemphill, W. 
P. Hill, Jacob Haas, Hoke Smith, H. P. 
Ashley, D. Woodward, Hugh Inman, J. W. 
English, W. H. Smyth and E. C. Peters. 

The two bodies, while seking to obtain 
the same ends, will work independently. 

As stated in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, the water board, the mayor 
and general council and the committee of 
ten citizens visited the reservoir station 
yesterday afternoon and thoroughly in- 
spected the two engines, the broken and 
defective Eddy valve that caused the last 
breakdown, the filters, the clear water 
basin and the reservoir. 

Superintendent Park Woodward, Engi- 
neer Travis and Mr. Rapp received the 
body, showed them about and answered 
freely and fully all of the many ques- 
tions propounded by the members of the 
cummittee and the council. 

As a result of their visit and investiga- 
tions, the committee of citizens met di- 
rectly after they returned to town. The 
meeting was held in the office of Post- 
master Smyth. It was an executive ses- 
sion and no one but members of the com- 
mittee was present. 

A strong set of resolutions was adopted 
in which the cammittee pledged itself to 
prosecute with unabated vigor.the in- 
quiry it has begun into the present con- 
dition of affairs. Short speeches were 
made by members of the committee and it 
was decided to hold a meeting tonight in 
the mayor’s office for the purpose of se- 
curing such information from official sour- 
ces as would enable the members of the 
committee to present an intelligent and 
comprehensive report. 

The entire waterworks system will be 
probed to the bottom. This committee 
was not formed to attack any of the of- 
ficers of the waterworks department, but 
to prosecute an inquiry as to the cause 
of the recent severe blows at the city’s 
health and safety in the recent sudden 
stoppage of the water supply. These facts 
were repeatedly stated in mass, meeting 
at which the committee was formed. 

It is probable that in pursuance of a 
suggestion made by Councilman Thomp- 
son to the mayor yesterday, a special ses- 
sion of council will be called this after-

LORD ROBERTS BEGINS GENERAL 
ADVANCE INTO BOER COUNTRY 


London, July 25.~12:45 p. m.—The war 
pffice has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

“Vandermerwe Station, July 24.—We 
made a general advance yesterday from 
the_position we have been holding, east 
of Pretoria, since June 12th.. Ian Hamilton 
from the north reached Rustfontein, seven 
miles north of Bronkhorstspruit, on July 
224. This so completely surrounded the 
enemy's line of retreat that they abandon- 
ed the position they had been occupying 
in: front of Pole-Carew. Stephenson’s 
brigade advanced yest@rday unopposed to 
Bland’s river station. ~ 

“Our right was protected by the First 
and Fourth brigades of cavalry, under 
French and Hutton’s mounted infantry. 
The formed crossed east of Wilge river. 

“Railway and telegraphic communica- 
tion was restored last night. 

“In the supply train captured at Roode- 
val were 20 Welsh Fusileers, \most’ of 
whom had prisoners. Dewet’s force is con- 
tinuing to move northeasterly. It was at 
Roodeport July 22d with Broadwood not 
far ‘behind and Little’s Cavalry brigade 
following Broadwood.”’

RATHBONE TO BE FIRED FROM OFFICE 
NEELY'S EMBEZZLEMENT UNCOVERED 


Full Report of Cuban Postal Frauds Made by Fourth Assist 
ant Postmaster General, 


RATHBONE IS INCOMPETENT 


Gullt of the Director ts Not Estab- 
lished by Proof,

HE MUST, HOWEVER, LEAVE SERVICE 


Neely’s Shortage Amounts to $131,- 
713 So Far as Known-sThe 
Amount May Go to $150,- 

000 When All Is 
Known. 


Washington, July 2%.—The postmaster 
general has made public the report of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow. who investigated the Cuban pos- 
tal frauds. Mr. Bristow finds that Nee- 
ly’s embezzlements aggregated at least 
$131,713 and says he wus justified in recom- 
mending the removal of Director General 
Rathbone. 

Whether or not the latter was guilty 
with Neely in the embezzlements, he says, 
there can be no doubt in the matter of 
unauthorized per diem allowances, per- 
sonal expenditures and warrants cashed 
and unaccounted for, he unlawfully ap- 
propriated to his own use money from 
the. Cuban revenues, and for this, Mr. 
Bristow says, he believes Mr. Rathbone 
should be required to answer. 

The report says there was no check 
whatever on Neely’s transactions. From 
the accounts examined the report. says 
the minimum of Neely’s embezzlements 
may be summarized as follows: 

Shortages as shown by his own 
records, $30,600; excess of credit by 
destruction of surcharged stamps 
definitely ascertained, $101,113; to- 
tal, $131,713. 

This will be increased by the discovery 
of additional sales of surcharged stamps, 
but will not exceed $150,000 in the aggre- 
gate. 

The report says that Rathbone appoint- 
ed Neely, who had custody of the stamps; 
W. H. Reeves, the only man who could 


ruary 6, 1890, he sent a deposit of $329 to 
the Muncie bank, and tn February and 
March his additional deposits aggregated 
$1,530. Thus Neely with a salary of $10 
a month. was able within three months 
to deposit $1,859, conclusive proof that his 
embesziements began in February, 189. 
In May he deposited $837, June $775, July 
$963, August $18,125, October $20,250 and a 
number of deposits of lesser amounts 
were made afterwards." 
His Many Speculations. . 

The report deals at considerable length 
with the speculativerventures into which 
Neely branched out in Cuba. They in- 
cluded the West India Trading Comjpa- 
ny, in which he invested $12,500; a brick 
plant at Havana, in which he put $20,000, 
and some mining schemes in South 
America. The report says that C. M, 
Rich, who was brought to Havana as 
Neely’s assistant, told Rathbone in April 
that Neely was “erooked.’”’ Rathbone 
denied any such conversation with Rich. 
The report continuing says: 

Rich claims to be innocent, but he 
at least had knowledge of Neely’s 
Smbezzlements long before he claims 
to have told Rathbone. Reeves con- 
fessed that Neely paid him %,600 for 
concealing the fraud in the destruc- 
tion of the stamps. Both Rich and 
Reeves protest against any criminal 
designs. How much credit should be 
given to their statements it is diffi- 
cult to determine. 

December 21, 1898, when Rathbone was 
appofnted director general of posts his 
salary was fixed at $4,000. At his request 
the postmaster general allowed him a 
per diem of $ in addition. He claimed 
that this was not sufficient and June 
19th the postmaster general increased the 
salary to $6,500, with notification that 
with the increase the per diem would 
cease. July 34 Rathbone complained that 
the increase amounted to only $675 and 
asked for an official residence. This was 
also allowed, December 19th the post- 
master general officially fixed Rath- 
bone’s salary at $6,500, making it effec- 
t§ve August Ist. But although the fer 
diem was cut off Rathbone continued to 
draw it.

PACKING PEACHES 
IN NORTH GEORGIA 


Fruit Growers of Cobb County Are 
Gathering Crop. 


LARGEST THEY EVER HAD 


Elbertas Are Luscious and Not Hurt 
in the Least, 


WORK OF PACKING AND SHIPPING 


— 


Judge Gober’s Orchard of 150,000 
Trees—Senator Clay Also a 
* Grower of Fruit. 


Marietta, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)—The 
peach crop of. north Georgia is now be- 
ginning to assert itself and assume con- 
siderable porportions. Just now the 
fruit growers of Cobb county are the 
busiest men to be found. They are in 
the midst of gathering a large crop of 
fine Elbertas,. which is the 
peach grown in this county. They are 
indeed fine and luscious and very tempt- 
ing to the appetite. The number of 
crates shipped from Marietta’ this year 
will be many times larger than any pre- 
vious year because so many new orch- 
ards areycoming in. Hundreds of men, 
women and children are now employed 
gathering and packing peaches. 

The fruit is hauled from the orchard 
in baskets to the packing houses; the 
baskets are here taken charge of by 
hands who separate the peaches into 
the different grades. They are then 
placed on the table for the packers. 
Considerable skill is required in packing 
as a great deal depends on the way they 
are packed. Well packed crates will al- 
ways demand better prices than the same 
quality of fruit would in those not scien- 
tifically packed. Expert men for this 
business are employed to oversee the 


packing department. - 

The largest shipper from this county 
for this year is Mr. W. R. Turner. He 
owns two large bearing orchards, one 
of them the oldest in the county and the 
other a fine young orchard four years 
old. He has about one hundred and fifty 
hands employed and expects to ship 
more than twenty thousand crates this 
season. His packing house on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad three miles be- 
low. Marietta is the largest now in opera- 
tion. It is an interesting sight to see so 
many hands at work with so many 
bushels of beautiful peaches. 

Mr. W. M. McKenzie will ship the 
next largest number of crates this year. 
His bearing orchard is situated at the 
foot of Kennesaw mountain and his fruit 
this year is conceded to be the finest, 
both in size and color, that will be 
shipped from this place. Besides his 
own crop he has purchased the crops of 
Mr. J. G. Morris and Senator A. S. Clay 
and will ship altogether about twelve 
thousand crates or more. Besides his 
bearing orchard he has a young one of 
twelve thousand trees that will be old 
enough for bearing next year. 

Judge George F. Gober has an orchard 
in this and adjoining counties of one 
hundred and fifty thousand trees. His 
orchard is by far the largest of any 
other fruit grower in the county, but 
most of his trees are young and not old 
enough to bear this year. He will ship 
several thousand crates this year and 
also a great many grapes. His vineyard 
is the finest in the county and is heavily 
laden this year. The judge now has on 
hand one hundred and fifty thousand 
more trees which he will put out this 
fall and winter, giving him an orchard 
of three hundred thousand trees. 

Mr. G. A. Moore Is also a large shipper 
and has an orchard of some sixty thou- 
sand trees. He will ship several thou- 
sand crates this year, but a considera- 
ble portion of his trees are young. Other 
shippers are Dr. 8. D. Rambo, whose 
orchard is a very large one; Messrs. W. 
J. M. Haines, George R. Nigh, J. D. Cun- 
ningham, J. T. Mathis, J. Gid Morris, 
J. L. Sibley, E. P. Dobbs, A. A. Bishop,

Charged with Fraudulent Use 
of Mail, 


WORKED SCHEME LONG TIME 


He Would Order Goods Under Fic- 
titious Name, Then Sell Them. 
How the Federal Officers 
Caught Up with 
Him. 


Sandersville, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)— 
George 8. Dillon, who has been residing 
in Sandersville for some time, represent- 
ing himselz to be an attorney at law, and 
even* practicing in some of tie courts, 
Was arrested today by Sheriff W. M. Eng- 
lish at the instance and on a warrant 
sworn out by Postoftice Inspector Fred D. 
Peer, of Macon, on the charge of fraudu- 
lent use uf the mails for common cheating 
and swindling. He Was taken by the 
sheriff and inspector to Savannah and 
placed in jail, and will be committed. 

The arrest of this man brings to light 


| the operation of one of the most fraudu- 
lent schemes ever practiced, and this has 


been going on several years. He pre- 
sumed to practice well—and this pretence 
served as a cloak to his réal fraudulent 
designs, it is said—when, in fact, he was no 
lawyer, but his real business was that ot 
a swindler. It is alleged that he would 
order goods of various kinds to be shipped 
by express, signing various fictitious 
names. Teas and spices, law books and 
school books ate most prominently jin evi- 
dence. It is alleged the express company 
refused to disclose who got the goods de- 
livered when shippers complained, and 
that their books would only show tnat 
g00ds shipped to Joe Doe were signed for 
by Joe Doe. 

Dillon was hard to catch, and troubled 
the government for some time. These 
goods were ordered sometimes to Tennille 
and sometimes to Sandersville. At ast 
he ordered a lot of law books shipped to 
kK, J. Watts, Tennille, Ga., writing from 
Tennille and ordering in that name. Tee 
firm had siffered from his operations be- 
fore, and had complained to Uncle Sam, 
but were told, to fill the order. This was 
done and the goods eyed, til] Peer quietly 
witnessed this delivery to Dillon, who 
ealled, representing himself to be Watts. 
Inspector Peer had a signed order for the 
books, and in order to make the chain 
stronger, waited to verify it with the 
handwriting of Dillon. 

Today the cpportunity came. The hand- 
writing compared identically, and the ar- 
rest followed. The books ordered were 
found in his possession. It is a strong 
chain of evidence, and will doubtless send 
him to a federal prison. 

Dillon has a wife and four children hiv- 
ing here. They are absent from the city 
today, visiting at Riddlesville.

Was the Agent

W. R. Vaughan Sends Out Books and 
Souvenirs—Many N egroes Are 
Deluded and Pay Out Money 
To Get Pensions from 
Government, 


= 

An arrest made Monday night by the. 
police developed yesterday one of the 
most Peculiar and at the sama time im- 
portant cases that has been ocketed 
at the barracks in a long while. 

The case was made against Silla Smith, 
an elderly negro woman, and while the 
technical charge against her was doing 
business without a license, the facts de- 
veloped into the exposing by the police 
of what they believe to be a stupendous 
swindle, with headquarters at Washing- 
ton, D. C., for the purpose of robbing 
the ex-slaves in the south of contribu- 
tions to push the passage of a law giv- 
ing them pensions. 

It was in evidence that meetings had 
been held in different parts of the city 
for the purpose of organizing the ne- 
groes who had once been slaves into a 
society for the purpose of pushing the 
ex-slave pension law through congress. 

A large number of negroes had paid 
out over a dollar a piece and many of 
the ignorant and deluded old negroes 
were waiting for a big pension by epwery 
mail whieh arrived from Washington. 

A well-known negro in the city, and 
one connected with the custom house, 
tried to expose the fraud, he stated in 
court, and came near being mobbed for 
his pains and kindly intentions. 

Silla Smith, the woman arrested, may 
have been as much deluded and fooled as 
the other victims. she got into the 
scheme. 

A queer part of the whole affair is that 
even after the woman had been fined in 
court and the acting recorder had pub- 
licly denounced the matter as a fraud, 
many of the ex-slaves shook their heads 
and grumbled because they saw that 
some persons were trying to crum’ ‘> into 
dust the finest air-castle which the 
blacks of the south had been enabled to 
rear since the forty acres and the mules 
passed away with the days of the re- 
construction. 


Police Tell of the Fraud. 

Sergeant Moss and Patrolmen Edle- 
man and Sewell made the case against 
Silla Simth. 

Officer Sewell stated to Councilman 
Harwell, who was acting recorder, that 
negroes had first reported the matter. 

The officers stated that a number of 
meetings had been held and a great 
many old darkeys had paid 25 cents to 
join the pension society and afterwards 
gave up $1 for a printed sheet knowfi as 
a souvenir. 

While the officers testified, nearly “a 
hundred old negroes, all of whose forms 
were bent and hair was white where it 
had not been thinned out, were in the 
room. Some of the darkeys were with 
the police, but the majority seemed to 
be unthankful at having their beautiful 
dream disturbed. 

The prisoner admitted that she was 
selling books and souvenirs, and that 
the money was forwarded to Washing- 
ton to one W. R. Vaughan. She had a 
life of Vaughan along with a book urg- 
ing that the negro ex-slaves be pension- 
ed by the national government. These 
books contained pictures of slaves stand- 
ing ready to have a soldier cut off the 
chains. 

A large sheet of paper containing pict- 
ures and printed matter was exhibited 
in court. It was the souvenir for which 
the darkeys paid $1 and which they kept 
as a sort of sacred covenant between 
“Deliverer’’ Vaughan and. themselves. 


Who “Deliverer” Vaughan Is. . 
In all of his papers, some of which ap- 
pointed the negro woman his special 
agent, Vaughan urged that no societies 
be raised and no money contributed to 


send to him. 

He did ask, however, that his books 
and souvenirs be sold and the proceeds 
sent to him to use to pay for heving 
the slave pension bill passed. 

Vaughan in his autobiography claimed 
to be a southerner whose birthplace was 
at Petersburg, Va. He gives his age as 
fifty-two. : 

His reason given for wanting the slave 
pension bill passed is that this much ts 
due the ex-slaves in payment for the 
“bonds and cruelty they suffered.” 

Several old negroes) who had been 
slaves testified in the recorder’s court 
yesterday that they had paid out $1.2 
and were led to believe they would soon 
get a pension.of four or five hundred 
dollars. 

A. W. Hawkins, a well-known negro’ 
who works at the custom house, stated 
that he had gone to one of the mete 
and taken the stand and told the 
negroes that the whole affair was a 
fraud to rob them. 

The police stated that it was about 
all Hawkins could do to get out of the 
hall without being assaulted. 

What the Recorder Said of It. 

Councilman Harwell .said he thought 
the scheme was a fraud to swindle the 
old ignorant negroes and that some steps 
ought to be taken’ to get hold of

Secretary Says Money Was Illegally 
Disbursed—Matter Is Said To 
Have Become a Live Issue 
Among Members of 
the Order.

A serious dissension has arisen in the 
ranks of the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers growing out of the late strike on 
the Southern railway. H. B. Perham, 
secretary and treasurer of the grand di- 
vision, with headquarters at St. Louis, 
is engaged in a controversy with Presl- 
went W. V. Powell. The two grand offi- 
cers are having a decidedly persona] cor- 
respondeéence, copies of which have been 
sent to all the members of the brother- 
hood in the United States. 

The secretary has requested the subor- 
dinate divisions over the country to vote 
for a special session or extra convention. 
Twenty-one divisions had voted for a spe- 
ciaj session a few days ago and it is like- 
ly that four more will act within the next 
few days. Twenty-five votes will call 
an extra convention. Among the divisions 


are Atlanta division, No. 70, and Macon 
division, No. T5. 

Secretary Perham charges that the 
Southern railway strike was badly mis- 
managed and the order suffered greatly 
in prestige because of the result. He 
says that the president has caused to 
be withdrawn from the treasury practi- 
cally all the funds which it had, and 
he says that the withdrawal was contrary 
to the constitution of the order. The sec- 
retary charges specifically that $35,868 was 
illegally disbursed by the president's or- 
ders and that the protective fund, instead 
of having $50,000 on hand, has practically 
no funds at all available. On June 26th, 
when Secretary Perham issued his first 
call for the special session of the grand dil- 
vision. he stated that the order had only 
$365 in bank. He claimed that it should 
have had $50,000 at least. Mr. Perham 
states that the relations between him- 
self and the president are very much 
strained and the president corroborates 
this statement. The secretary accounts 
for it by the fact that he declined to loan 
the president $1,100 of the order's money 
in 1898, declaring that things have been 
made unpleasant for him ever since. 

President Powell, in his reply ‘to the 
secretary and treasurer, dated St. Louis, 
July 18th, says: ‘‘The circular is extraor- 
dinary in its character, is violation of law 
and the things complained of are very 
badly distorted.” He quotes some of the 
laws of the order and the obligation which 
members take upon joining it, in which 
they promise and swear not to write, 
print or caused to be written or printed 
anything that might tend to injure a 
member or the organization. The presi- 
dent claims that he-is the executive head 
of the order and has authority tq decide 
any or all questions that may arise, sub- 
ject to appeal. He says that he has au- 
thority to order the secretary and treas- 
urer to transfer money from the insur- 
ance fund to the general fund of the or- 
der. Mr. Perham declined to make the 
transfer and appealed to the board of 
directors. who sustained the president. 

The Secretary’s Complajnts. 

Secretary Perham insinuates that the 
ptesident has misapplied the funds of the 
mutual benefit department. President 
Powell declares that any insinuation to 
that effect is a malicious falsehood, and 
the secretary, retorting in a second cir- 
cular dated July 2th, reiterates what 
he has said on this point and adds that 
he has a number of matters which he 
does not mention to lay before the con- 
vention when it meets, 

One of the complaints made by the 
secretary is that the president delegated 
to his clerk power to countersign checks 
and says that the bank held that these 
counter signatures, although the clerk 
was duly authorized to make them by the 
president, were not legal. Seoretary Per- 
ham says that on one occasion a draft 
on the order went to protest because 
there was no one with authority in the 
president’s office to countersign a check, 
the president not having left any checks 
countersigned when he went out of the 
city. President Powell states that the 
surety company, which is on the bond of 
the order’s officers, agreed that the coun- 
ter signature by the president's elerk 
would not be held to invalidate the com- 
pany’s Hability, but the secretary says 
that the bank was et satisfied with the 
clerk’s indorsement, and requested him 
to withdraw the order’s deposit. 

Secretary Perham is also editor of The 
Telegraph, the official organ of the or- 
der. Some time ago the president, acting 
under instructions from the board of di- 
rectors, directed the editor to prepare at 
least fifteen pages of editorial matter 
every month for the paper. The editor 
declined to prepare that much matter, de- 
elaring that the instructions were ridicu-

be a part of the history of this organ!l- 
zation, all of which have happened since 
the last convention and were mainly due 
to mismanagement." 

Secretary Perham says that in the 
newspaper published here. during the 
strike “personal villificetion was heaped 
upon the officials of the Southern in such 
a manner that it precluded the possibility 
of settlement being made favorable to ua, 
and not only this, but it had a tendency 
to lower the organization in the eyes of 
railway officials throughout the country. 
It is not reasonable to presume or ex- 
pect that officials who were personally 
attacked tn a personal way and villified 
would even treat with their detractors 
and make them valuable concessions.” 

President Powell, ruferring to this mat- 
ter, says of the Southern railway strike: 
“It is true that we met with defeat. The 
strike was in progress twenty-six days, 
during which time we made the best 
fight possible. This trouble cost the opm 
ganization many thousands of dollars.”’ 
He says that the establishment of a pa- 
per in the city of Atlanta in the inter- 
est of the strikers was made necessary 
“by the refusal of the monopolistic press 
to print anything whatever in reference 
to the strike.” 

President Powell suggests that the sec- 
retary and treasurer follow the law of 
the organization and prefer cRerges 
against the president, if he has any, to 
the board of directors, Secretary Perham, 
however, says in reply, that he would 
not care to be a party to a “whitewash- 
ing”’ proceedings and that he will present 
his charges to the convention. The secre- 
tary intimates that he has other charges 
to prefer, which he does not state or ex- 
plain fn his cfreular letter. The secretary 
says that 4000 members of the order have 
not paid ‘the assessment of $2 each which 
the president levied at the time of the 
Southern railway strike. 

The correspondence indicates that the 
fight between the two grand officers is 
going to be to a finish and that other 
grand officers of the order will be in- 
volved.

Opening Session. 

Professor Hemphill’s chorus rendered a 
fine programme for half an hour at the 
openirig of the conference last night, and 
by the conclusion of the singing an au- 
dience of perhaps 2,000 people had assem- 
bled in the big auditorium. ‘The street 
car accommodations were inadequate dur- 
ing the time the crowd wished to go to 
the exposition grounds, and the audience 
was in consequence slow in assembling. 
At 8:30 o’clock Hon. N. E. Harris, the 
chairman. formally opened the confer- 
ence with a few brief remarks. He said 
the Epworth Leaguers were assembled 
“for the honor of God and the good of 


their souls,” and asked them to bow their 
heads in silent prayer. After a quiet mo- 
ment’s interval, he invoked a blessing on 
the body in a fervent sentence.

Councilman Mayson followed in a happy 
little speech characterized by genial 
humor and glowing rhetoria In alluding 
to the youthful personnel of the body, he 
said that Atlanta owed her remarkabie 
growth and prestige as the Gate City of 
the South to the young men who predom- 
inated in her great business enterprises. 
He paid a high tribute to Atlanta’s pluck 
and push, for which he said the fire of 
youth was responsible. His peroration of 
welcome was full of metaphor and poetry. 

Rev. J. E. Dickey, pastor of Grace 
church, delivered a finished and greatly 
appreciated address of welcome “in be- 
half of the ten thousand Methedists in 
Atlanta.”” He made several’ striking 
classical allusions apropos of the ‘“‘repre- 
sentatives of Caesar’’ who had welcomed 
the conference in the name of civil au- 
thority, and then referred with great elo- 
quence to the “kingdom not of this 
earth,’’ which he represented, and which 
the Epworth League stood for. 

Colonel W. J. Samford, the next gov- 

ernor of Alabama, made a most favora- 
ble impression in responding to the ad- 
dresses of welcome for the Leaguers. 
Colonel Samford said he gloried in the 
fact that he was a native Georgian. He 
said somes graceful things about the 
old commonwealth. 
“There ‘s no height to which Georgia may 
not aspire,’’ he declared. “She is equal to 
the achievement of her most cherished 
ambitions, and no good thing can come 
to her that her daughter, Alabama, will 
not be proud of.” 

The speaker dwelt upon the early re- 
ligious influences which had playead 80° 
conspicuous a part in shaping the desti- 
nies of ‘h‘s country, and particularly that 
of Methodism. He referred to the perse- 
cutions and intolerance of the pre-refor- 
mation period, and showed how this was 
responsible for the freedom of conscience 
enjoyed here today. He said that Whell 
the founders of the republic divorced 
church and state, and made religious lib- 
erty a cardinal principle of government, 
they did well. In this connection he 
spoke of the mdral] influence of education 
under a public school system that tech-

nically holds itself aloof from religion. 
‘Mental culture is insufficient,” said Colo- 
nel Samford; ‘“‘there must be sound moral 
culture, and that can come only through 
a religious training. The denominational 
schools need not hope to keep pace with 
the secular schools. They cannot do it. 
To the vast majority of the young, 
then, education must be acquired away 
from a wholesome religious environment, 
and often much worse than that. The 
tendency of much of our modern instruc- 
tion is to make the rising generation a 
race of socialists, anarchists, agnostics- 
atheists—social and religious non-con- 
formists—and the danger is becoming 
more apparent. Where then is the rem- 
edy? We would not change the wise 
provision of the fathers as to keeping 
church and state separate and give the 
public schools over to the control of sec- 
tarianism. My friends, I believe the 
Epworth League and kindred organiza- 
tions of Christian young men and women 
offer the sOlution of the problem. They 
are the antidote for the poison. The 
agency to leaven the lump of godless 
education is the association of our young 
people in such organizations, and they 
should be given a patriotic ‘and public- 
spirited, as well as a religious charac- 
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Colonel Samford vaid a high tribute 
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to the Epworth League and said he be- 
lieved more satisfactory results would 
attend church work -among the rising 
generation through the encouragement 
of such organizations than in any other 
way. He closed with some eloquent ex- 
pressions in accepting the hospitality of 
Georgia and the city of Aflanta. 

After some announcements and the ben- 
ediction by the league secretary, Rev. H. 
M. DuBose, D.D., of Nashville, Tenn., the 
first day’s session of the conference ad- 
journed to meet at 8 o’clock this moern- 
ing. .

Over $7,000 Will Be Spent in Re- 
modeling Building. 


NEW CIRCUIT OF STOCK COMPANIES 


Indications Are That Atlanta Will 
Have Forty Weeks of Excellent 
Theatrical Entertainment. 


Thomas H. Bolles, of Milwaukee, owner 
of the Lyceum theater, who has been in 
the city for the past four days, has leased 
that property for a term of ten years to 
R. Coley Anderson. 

Mr, Bolles has been in communication 
with Mr. Anderson for some time past. 
Saturday night he arrived in the oity, 
and the two entered into active negotia- 


that promises to give Atlanta one of the 
best and most thoroughly equipped 
theaters in the country. 

Mr. Bolles purposes to spend about $7,500 
in improving the property, and the work 


fof repair has already begun. The build- 


ing will be overhauled from top to bottom. 
New scenery of the very best kind will 
be put in, new carpets laid, expensive 
mural decorations painted, the present 
boxes torn out and replaced with new 
ones, and other minor repairs made. 

The most extensive improvement, how- 
ever, will be a large foyer which will be 
built on the west side of the building. 

Mr. Bolles was seen yesterday afternoon 
just before his departure for New Or- 
leans, where he goes to consult’ with 
several well-known theatrical men of that 
city. 

“I have closed the lease with Mr. Caley 
Anderson, who will, in connection with 
my financia'! agent, Charles A. Read, look 
after all the details of improvements. 
Conducted on the plan indicated by Mr. 
Anderson, I see no reason why the theater 
should not pay handsomely, and at the 
sdme time furnish Atlanta with a class of 
entertainment this city ras never had.”* 


New Circuit Formed, 

The Lyceum theater under the new 
management will open its door to the 
public the third week in September, and 
will run continuously for forty weeks. It 
will be one of the four theaters in a new 
circuit that was recently formed, the other 
cities being Nashville, Memphis and Bir- 
mingham., Four excellent stock com- 
panies with a weekly salary limit of $1,700 
are now being formed to play in these four 
Cities, the plan being to switch the com- 
panies from one city to another. One of 
the compinies will be devoted exclusively” 
to comedy and the other three will play 
@ varied class of productiona In addi- 
tion to’ these four companies, which will, 
of course, form the body of the entertain- 
ment, the circuit hag booked a number of 
the best known vaudeville pedopie 
in the country row  0playing over 
the Keith circuit. <A limit of #30 a 
week is at the disposal of the four cities 
for this class of entertainment. Atlanta 
has seen very little first-class vaudeville 
since the days of the old Trocadero, and 
this feature will doubtless prove a big 
drawing card. 

Manager Anderson Talks. 

Manager R. Coley Andersen, who. is one 
of the best known theatrical meén in the 
country, is now actively at work planning 
for the coming season. ’ 

“The present arrangement,” said Mr. 
Anderson, “insures the Lyceum forty 
weeks of continuous theatrical entertain- 
ment of the very best kind. The trouble 
heretofore with the Lyceum has been that 
it could not book sufficient good attrac 
tions to make it pay, owing to thé monop- 
oly of the theatrical trust. Under the 
present system the trust cuts absolutely 
no figure. We will have four good stock 
companies in Atlanta, Nashville, Birming- 
ham and Memphis, and change them from 
one city to another so that the public will 
haxe sufficient variety. Between the acts 
of the plays we will introduce a class of 
vaudeville artists that have never been 
seen in this city. 

“Already the circuit has paid out $3,500 
in royaltiés for plays that will be pro- 
duced. We expect to open the Lyceum 
the third week in September with a mag- 
nificent production of “Quo Vadis,” and 
from that time on we will change the bill 
regularly. 

‘Work bas already begun, and will be 
pushed forward rapidly. The theater will 
be completely overhauled and will present 
avery handsome appearance, 

“In regard to the location of the 
Lyceum I do not anticipate any trouble. I 
wil] have tickets placed on sale at three 
central points in the dity, and to each 
ticket will be attached coupons for car 
fare to and from the theater.’’
